JACKSONVILLE, FiiA, May 4. 2.00 A 


M.—Jacksonville experienced ths most 
disastrous fire in her history, yesterday. 
Buildings the entire length of Beaver 
street, from Davis street to the creek on 
Liberty 
street 
have been totally 


destroyed. 
For the same distance, 


Ashleigh and Gonrt streets have been 
completely blotted ont. The confla- 
gration bnrned over, as far as is definitely 
known, a territory two and one half 
miles long, by one half mile' wide. 
The local military companies were 
called ont to keep back tbe crowds. 


The city building, the fire department 


building, tbe county court house, with 
tbe county records, the city jail, Oatho 
Ho church and orphanage, St. John's 
Episcopal church and convent, and six 
hotels are among the buildiags bnrned. 
Six lives are reported lost in the con* 
flagration. 


It is impossible to ascertain the 


losses, but it is said by the insurance 
agents that it will ba between eight and 
nine millions. 


At 
half past eight o'clock, 
last 


evening, the fire was checked at tbe 
intersection of Laurel and Bey streets, 
where the Commercial bank went up in 
flames. Many buildings were blown 
by up dynamite to stay the progesa of 
the fire. 


It vas caused by a defective electric 


wire iu the picker room of the Cleve- 
land Fibre Co., and its rapid spread 
was due to the high wind whiqh was 
blowing. The firemen were praeticalh 
powerless. 
The mayor has called a 


meeting of the city councils for to- 
morrow , to consider ways and means ot 
relieving the sufferers.

Tbe following if a statement of tbe 


weattier and crop conditions of New 
England compiled from report* of cor- 
respondent* tUronghoat tbe section: 


Tbare baa been a general improve- 


ment in the matters pertaining to corps. 
and to farming in the northern state*. 
Except in tbe mountains, tbe snow hs> 
disappeared, and front has left tbe 
g onod. Plowing, haa programed, ex- 
cept where too wet Grass sod winter 
grain have improved, and considerable 
work, preparatory to plowing, seeding 
and planting, has b*en tceomplisbed. 
Tbe season for this portion of tbe see 
lion is about tbe average. But for the 
southern states of New England tbe 
season has made no progress; it is re- 
ported ss a week to a fortnight late, 
Farming and spring work backward, and 
crops are much retarded. 


Of all the farm products, pass has 


made the most improvement, aud, at 
the present time, promises an abundant 
rield. Fields, meadows aud pastures 
are becoming green in tbe moat north 
erly portions, and stock has been turned 
o pasture aa far north as portions of 
New Hampshire and Vermont 


There is little to report in connection 


with tbe cereal crops. Winter grain is 
mprovlng slowly and in ' good condi- 
ioii. Oats hnve been sown in a few in 
tances in Connecticut, and are doing 
well. 


So far as can be determined, fruit 


mds are in good condition and the out- 
ook promising to a crop. While no 
doom has appeared the buds are be- 
ginning to unfold in some of tbe south- 
ern sections of Massachusetts and Kbode 
island. In tbe vicinity

own, Conn., current and rasbarry canes 
were considerably winter killed. 


Tbe planting of garden vegetables has 


progressed slowly, but the weather has 
wen too cool t nd wet for general field 
planting.
